KOBE—Socialist leaders meet- 
ing here yesterday decided to 
urge the Government to con- 
vene an extraordinary Diet ses- 
sion at an early date in order 
to cope with new developments 
in the domertic and interna- 
tional situations. 

A meeting of the party’s @en- 
tral Executive Committee Fri- 
day is expected to decide the 
time for the session. The party 
favors late September as it is 
scheduled to hold its convention 
for four days starting Sept. 12.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States Sunday extended 
a credit of $135 million to the 
European Atomic Com- 
munity. - 

The credit is to help finance 
construction of nuclear power 
plants to be built under a U.S- 
Euratom program in the Com- 
munity countries—Belgium, 
France, Germany, Italy, Luxem- 
burg and the Netherlands. 

The U.S. Export-Import Bank, 
announcing the financing, said 
the agreements were signed by 
Enrici Medi, vice president; 
Paul de Groote and Heinz Kre- 
keler, members of the Euratom 
Commission, and Samuel C. 
Waugh, president of the bank.

JNR Tests New Locomotive 


That Can Run 

UTSUNOMIYA (Kyodo)—An 
electric locomotive that oper- 
ates on either direct or alter- 
nating current was tested suc 
cessfully here yesterday by the 
Japan National Railways Cor- 


poration. 

It is believed to be the first 
railroad engine of its type in 
the world. 

JNR has been using different 
locomotives on different sec 
tions of its roadway, some pow- 
ered by alternating current and 
some by direct current. 

The new locomotive will be

of track, eliminating the need to 
switch trains from one locomo- 
tive to another. 


Built by Hitachi, Ltd. the 
new engine will go into service 
shortly between Toride and 
Mito on the Joban Line, which 
is being electrified. 

The 64ton locomotive, desig- 
nated ED461, was built at a cost 
of nearly ¥70 million. It is 14.40 
meters long.

Arrive in Taipei 

TAIPEI (AP)—A US. Air 
Force landed in Taipei 
Sunday from Japan with about 
16,500 Ibs. of clothes, blankets, 
medicines and other items for 
the flood victims in Taiwan. 

The relief supplies were 
donated by the Japanese Gov- 
ernment and the Japanese Red 
Cross. They also included 2,000 
blankets donated by the Amer- 
ican Red Cross. 

The U.S. extended its relief 
operations frogn the flood-ravag- 
ed areas of central Taiwan to 
the earthquake-stricken tip of 
southern Taiwan. 

A medical team was flown to 
the walled town of Hengchun, 
which bore the brunt of the 
casualties and damage the quake 
caused Saturday. 

Fourteen of the 16 people 
killed by the quake died at 
Hengchun. a town with a 25,000 
population. Twenty-nine of the 
43 persons critically hurt re 
ceived their injuries there. 

Most of the pro losses, 
estimated at 275,000 U.S. dollars, 
were caused there. 

Meanwhile, 12 marine helicop- 
ters from the USS Thetis Bay 
and three helicopters of the 
Nationalist Air Foree were busy 
through daylight hours distri- 
buting supplies from their tem- 
porary base at Taichung.

Back From Calcutta Urged to Ban 


Two Judges 
From Retrial 


The defense panel in the 10- 
year-old Matsukawa railway 
Ra case yesterday urged 
the Sendai Higher Court to ban 
two of ite judges from partici 
pating in the forthcoming re 
trial of the case. 

The request was made 
through a copy of a public state- 
ment sent to the Sendai court 
by the defense lawyers simulta- 
neously with the release of the 
statement to. the press. The 
defense’s action was made in 
place of a formal challenge 
to the two judges. 

The controversial case was 
sent back to the Sendai Higher 
Court for retrial by the Su- 
preme Court Aug. 10 on the 
grounds that the reliability of 
alleged confessions made by two 
of the 17 defendants was still 
doubtful. 


The Court's deci- 
sion, on which hinged the fate 
of four defendants sentenced 
to death and 13 others given 
prison sentences ranging from 
three and a half years to life, 
was generally considered a vic 
tory for the defendants and the 
“progressive” back 
ing them. 

The Matsukawa incident con- 
cerned the derailment of a train 
on Aug. 17, 1949 near Matsu- 
kawa on the National Railways’ 
Tohoku Line. The locomotive's 
engineer and his two assistants 
were killed. A Communist plot 
was suspected. 

The statement by the defense 
body warned the Sendai 
Court a “serious misjudgment” 
would result if it permitted the 
two judges—Fujio Arimichi 
and Teijiro Suzuki—to partici- 
pate in the retrial. 

It feared that the two judges, 
considered to have “strong poli- 
tical inclinations,” would infiu-

The death of retired Adm. 
William F. Halsey means “the 
United States has lost one of 
the finest admirals in naval his- 
tory,” a former Japanese Im- 
perial Navy captain and naval 
historian said Monday. 

“Had Japan an admiral of 
Halsey’s caliber and stubborn 
fight, Japan might have at least 
won the Solomons battles, if not 
the entire war,” added ex-Capt. 
Tameichi Hara. He was one of 
the few Japanese naval vete- 
rans to comment on the death 


of a former arch-enemy.

Adm. Halsey Dies of Heart Attack 


Kurita, who lost the battle of 
Leyte to Halsey, and Kurita’'s 
superior, former Adm. Jisaburo 
Ozawa, and others limited their 
comments to “America has lost 
a great admiral.” 

Hara is one of the few offi- 
cers who surviyed the fierce 
battles of the Solomons in 1942- 
43 where Halsey scored many 
important victories to turn the 
tide of the Pacific War. Hara’s 
description of the operations be- 
came a best seller in Japan a 
few. years ago. 

“The Japanese side in the 
Solomons was led by the late 
Vice Adm.

“If Kondo 
had been a fighter like Halsey, 
the picture would have been dif- 
ferent.”

Segregation 


LITTLE ROCK (UPI)—The 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People 
promised Sunday to fight any 
attempt to segregate Negro stu- 
dents in integrated schools. 

Wiley Branton, Arkansas at- 
torney for the NAACP. said if 
the Little Rock School Board 
tries to conduct = ay 
classes under provisions of 
1958 state law, he would iaias 
it to court. 

John A. McLeod Jr.. a white 
attorney, announced he § has 
invoked the law to keep his 
15-year-old daughter, Ann Lane, 
from studying in the same 
classes with Negroes.

Rockefeller is about to begin 
his third year as a student of 
Japanese at International Chris 
tian University (ICU), a Pro 
testant school in a wooded 
suburb of Tokyo. He plans to 
spend the next six or seven 
years, here and in the United 
States, learning about the rest 
of Asia. Then he hopes to go 
into government service. 

“This is the ideal life,” he 
said, sitting on the straw-matted 
floor of his $11.80-a-month rented 
room during an interview, “It 
couldn't be better.” 

Rockefeller, who calls him- 
self “Jay” to avoid confusion 
with his father, John D. 3rd, has 
thrown himself into his work 
with the dedication of a mediev- 
al monk. 

“Last year I studied Japanese 
14 hours a day for 10 straight 
months,” he said, “I saw three 
movies all year. And I loved it. 
‘it's an excellent discipline.” 

Rockefeller, who inherited a 
fortune running into the mil- 
lions when he reached 21 last

ally a pauper’s budget. It's not

That included about $5 for rent, 
$11 for food, $3 for tuition and

Rockefeller left Harvard after 
his junior year in 1957 and 
enrolled as a special student at 
ICU. His plans were vague 
and he had no definite inten- 
‘tion of remaining here beyond 
one year. Now he's starting 
his third. 

He and three other students 
pay $11.80 apiece for a 30-year- 


old Japan@se house, a few min- 
utes by bicycle from the school. 
Rockefeller uses a bicycle in- 
stead of a car to get around. 
Another $4.86 a month goes to 
a cook-maid. 

His room is a student’s room, 
furnished only with a desk, a 
chair, a low dining table and 
cushions instead of chairs, 
there is no bed, for Rockefeller 
sleeps on the matted “tatami” 
floor, squeezing his six-foot, six- 
inch frame into a_ six-foot 
“futon.” 

Rockfeller hopes to spend 
four months in the Kyoto-Nara 
region of Japan beginning next 
March, when he finishes his 
training at ICU. Then he hopes 
to return to Harvard, first for 
a bachelor’s degree, then for a 
master’s and possibly a doctor- 
ate in Asian studies.

Ichimada says implementation 
of the program requires bulky 
annual imports of raw mater 
jals amounting to about $350 
million and much export of 
Japanese goods to finance such 
imports. 


The basic policy, according 
to the informants, anticipates 
intensifying competition among 
the European Common Market 
and such other economic blocs 
of nations in export to the 
Southeast Asian market. 


The competition is destined 
to become keener if the Eisen- 
hower-Khrushchev summit 
meeting succeeds in leading 
the world toward disarmament. 


In view, of such indications, 
the basic policy calls for estab- 
lishment of a plan for helping 
Southeast Asian nations deve- 
lop their economics as a “state 
policy” of Japan. 

The basic policy also proposes 
the creation of a company or 
corporation in Japan to extend 
assistance to Southeast Asian 
nations financially, technically 
or otherwise.

About 150 union membefs 
staged a protest rally at the 
Fukuoka Municipal Govern- 
ment office, demanding the 
charges against the men be 
dropped.

New Okinawa 
Penal Code

NAHA (Kyodo)—A Japanese 
Justice Ministry official said 
here Saturday he did not think 
Okinawa's new penal code was 
unreasonably harsh in view of 
the fact that the island was be- 
ing used as a military base by 
the U.S. forces.

Report Moscow City of Women

NEW YORK (UPI)—Of the 
host of impressions an American 
traveler brings back from Rus- 
sia, this one stands out: Moscow 
ig a city of women. 

“You see women “ay tyra 
There are 10 women to every 
man. Women are clerks, street- 
car conductors, barbers. In our 
hotel, the only men around were 
two elevator operators.” 

The traveler speaking was 
Max Thal, president and found- 
er of Alamac Knitting Mills, a 
sponsor of the fashion indus- 
tries’ presentation at the Amer- 
ican exhibit In Moscow, and the 
fair’s largest fabrics exhibitor. 
Thal had just returned from 
seven days in Russia with his 
daughter, Astrid, 23, fashion co 
ordinator for the firm. 

“When I asked why there 
were no men in Moscow, they 
told me that during World War 
Il, every family lost an average 
of two men,” Thal said in an 
interview. 

In spite of the great female 
population, Moscow has no 
facilities for women such as 


beauty shops, reducing salons, 
hat or dress shops. 


Thal visited a knitting mill 
outside Moscow and brought 
back samples of fabrics used for 
women’s blouses and lingerie. 
They included simple flower 

rints, stripes, and flocking.

Women Dispensable Part | 


Of Labor Force in Japan 


By TSUGI SHIRAISHI 


Female employes do not con- 
stitute the essential part of the 
labor force in Japan. A very 
few hold executive positions, 
but the majority can easily be 

| dispensed with. 

There is disparity in wages 
between men and women. The 
lowest monthly income for 
male laborers is ¥10,911 and the 
highest 753,740 while the aver- 
age wage for female laborers 
is ¥10,616, lower than the min- 
imum pay for unskilled male 
laborers. 


While women laborers be- 
tween the ages of 25 and 30 
earn the most, male laborers in 
the 40—50 age bracket are at 
the top. Women workers in 
the same age bracket receive 
only one-third of what the men 
get. | 

While women make about 
710,000 monthly after having 
served from five to 10 years 
men receive more than ¥10,000 
after a year’s service. Women 
workers who have been employ- 
ed for 15 or 20 years are paid 
not more than what men who 
have served less than five 
years receive. 


Difference in Pay 


Differences in pay because of 
sex are greater for university 
graduates. For instance, the 
initial pay for male graduates 
averages ¥11,340 and ¥8,910 for 
women graduates, a difference 
of ¥2430. For senior high 
school graduates the disparity 
is not as great. The starting 
salary for men is ¥6,480 and 
for women ¥5,940, a difference 
of ¥540. Junior high school 
male graduates get ¥4,860 
monthly while women are paid 
¥4,698, the difference being only 
¥162. 

Unlike in Western countries 
where older women hold jobs 
women workers below the age 
of 25 make up 40 per cent of 
the female labor force in Japan. 
There are today 17,000,000 on 
the payroll, out of whom 30 per 
cent are women. 


Among those on the payroll 


730,000 hold sidiceaneaile post- 
tions, but 97 per cent are men, 


proof that women do not hold |i 


responsible positions. 


In the professions women |@# 


make up 30 per cent of the total 


but they are mostly nurses and | 


teachers. Nurses are usually 
younger than 25 years of age, 
many of them being in their 
teens while the majority of 
teachers are between 20 and 30. 
Many are middle-aged. 

There is a tendency now 
among women workers to stay 
in employment longer. The 
- length of service, however, does 
not necessarily mean that they 
are given better positions. Many 
women remain in the same job 
year after year while their male 
ellow-workers 
each year. 


Discriminative Action 

Employers often suggest that 
young women workers quit 
upon marriage or they make the 
retiring age for women much 
younger than for the men. This 
has resulted in many cases of 
young married women posing as 
single women because they must 
continue working. 

The Tokyo Electric Co. in 
spring proposed to the labor 
union that women employes 
quit upon marriage and that 
already married women leave 
by the end of September. This 
proposal was about to be ac 
cepted by the labor union which 
is controlled by male of- 
ficers when voices against this 
discriminative measure were 
raised by newspapers and 
women’s organizations. 

This issue was so widely 
taken up by magazines and 
newspapers that the company 
was forced to retreat. As evi- 
dent in this case male labor 
union members were not sym- 
pathetic with the female work- 
ers. 

Efforts must be exerted by 
women employes themselves to 
make their jobs secure and im- 
prove their status in the labor 
field. They can raise public 
opinion to protect their right 
to work.

Use of Atom Smasher to Treat 
Cancer Gives Hopeful Results 


\ 

STANFORD, Calif. (UPI)—A 
Stanford University scientist 
said today he is getting encour- 
aging results in using linear 
accelerators—commonly _ called 
atom smashers—in fighting 
cancer. « 

Dr. Henry Kaplan said a 40- 
foot accelerator, named the 
Mark IV, has treated patients 
with as much as 36 million elec- 
tron volts. 

The experiment has been un- 
der way for 18 months. So far, 
it has involved 27 patients. 

But Kaplan pointed out that 
in cancer treatment a physician 
can't be sure he eliminated a 
tumor until five years after he 
has attempted remedy. 

He said the linear accelerator 
was applied to cancer because 
its beam of electrons can be 
focused almost directly on the 
tumor without giving the sur- 
rounding area too much radia- 
tion. This is the problem in 
using conventional X-rays to 
kill cancer. 

In particular, the depth which 
an electron beam will penetrate 
the body can be controlled pre- 
cisely, Kaplan said. 

Perhaps more important, the 
electrons can radiate tumors too 
deep for ordinary X-rays to

An accelerator is an appara- 
tus into which electrons are 
shot at one end permitting a 
series of kylstron tubes to amp- 
lify their power as they pro- 
gress forward, eventually reach- 
ing speeds approaching that of 
light. 

Kaplan shares his accelerator 
every other two months with 
nuclear physicists. The ma- 
chine was built by Dr. Edward 
L. Gington, who also will con- 
struct the twomilelong ap- 
paratus. 

Stanford put its first medical 
accelerator, with only six mil- 
lion electron volts, into use 
three and one-half years ago at 
its medical center in San Fran- 
cisco. 

A thousand persons have 
been treated with the San 
Francisco instrument. Its first 
two patients were children 
with cancer of the eye, which 
normally is fatal within months. 

Both are now alive and both 
now have 20-20 vision.

Kingpetch 
Seen Next 
Perez Foe

Indications yesterday were 
that world flyweight champion 
Pascual Perez will make his 
next title defense against Pone 
Kingpetch of Thailand in Bang- 
kok next November. 

Lazaro Koci, er of 
Perez, said Sunday after talking 
with Thai promoter T Thos 
that it was highly probable that 
the champion would go to Bang- 
kok and defend his title against 
Kingpetch, presently No, 2 con- 
tender in the latest NBA rat- 


8. 

Thong Thos arrived in Japan 
to see the title fight between 
Perez and Japanese fiyweight 
champion Keiji Yonekura on 
Aug. 10. Since Perez’ unani- 
mous decision victory over 
Yonekura, the Thai promoter 
has been after Koci and Perez 
to go to Bangkok for the next 
title fight. 

The Thai told Unit- 
ed Press International that he 
was offering Perez $40,000, plus 
expenses, to defend against 
Kingpetch. 

Koci was understood to have 
leaned toward giving Kingpetch 
a shot at the title because 
“Thailand has been trying to 
get the title fight for the last 
three years.” 

Koci was quoted as saying he 
“didn’t like the idea” of having 
Perez make two successive title 
defenses in Japan. 

Japanese promoter Takashi 
Tsukahara has been trying to 
get Perez to stake his title 
against 24-year-old Sadao Yao- 
ita, Orient flyweight champion. 
Yaoita beat Perez in a nontitle 
10-round fight last Jan. 16, 
which was Perez’ only defeat 
in 50 professional fights. 

Prospects of seeing a new 
country were said to be an- 
other factor influencing Perez 
and his wife to go to Bangkok. 

But some Ja experts 
said Koci very likely will select 
Kingpetch as the next challeng- 
er because the Thai fighter was 
in a serious automobile acci- 
dent last March and “Koci 
thinks Kingpetch is the easiest 
challenger Perez can beat.” 

The experts said also that in 
Bangkok Perez would encoun- 
ter no difficulty in being paid 
in American dollars. 

Venezulan promoter Rafito 
Cedeno offered Perez $50,000 to 
defend against Ramon Arias in 
a title fight next November in 
Caracas but failed. 

Cedeno, who also failed last 
February in Tokyo, returned 
last week to Venezuela.

Peiping May 
Shift Trade 
To West Bloc

WASHINGTON (AP)—A pri- 
vate research organization pre- 
dicted Sunday that Communist 
China might well decide to shift 
part of its present trade with 
the Soviet bloc to the Free 
World, significantly Stepping up 
its economic competition with 
the West,

“Although there is every rea- 
son to expect that Peiping will

He said there is no sign right 
now of a break in the impasse 
between Communist China and 
Japan. But if trade were to 
open up it would be of particu- 
lar significance because Japan 
has the capacity to provide 
many of the capital goods need- 
ed by Communist China, and 
use some of the commodities 
now being exported by the Chi- 
nese to the Soviet Union. 


Since 1952, hé said the Chi- 
nese Communists have actively 
promoted trade with the Free 
World and lifted it to a level of 
about $1,000 billion a year.

Barnett reached these other 
conclusions:

Electric Fuel Cell 
Invented in Britain 


CAMBRIDGE, England (Kyo- 
do-Reuter)—A demonstration of 
a new British invention, which, 
it is claimed, may revolutionize 
transport will be watched here 
next week by Government and 
press representatives.

With a 
view to the decentralization of 
industry, many factories are 
being set up in the southwest. 
These factories will use large 
quantities of gas, but owing to 
the rate of production, great 
amounts of gas will remain, 
which will be transported to 
other regions by pipeline. 

Lacq natural gas will be 
brought to several industrial 
centers with large potential 
consumers; it will be distribut- 
ed at intermediate points along 
the pipelines where new indus- 
tries are being developed or 
where needs are more adequate- 
ly met by natural gas. 


In the southwest (in and near 
Targes, Toulouse, Pau, Bayon- 
ne and Bordeaux), Saint-Marcet 
and Lacq natural gas is already 
being distributed through a 625- 
mile network of connected pipe- 
lines by Societe Nationale des 
Gaz du Sud-Quest. 


The areas north of the Garon- 
ne River will be reached by 
some 1,000 miles of pipelines, 
partly under construction at 
this writing, and a new com- 
pany will handle distribution. 
The schedule planned was to 
start distribution in Angouleme 
and Nantes toward the end of 
1958, in Lyon early in 1959, Dole 
in mic-1959 and in the Paris 
area early in 1960. 

Power plants will be the 
largest single user of natural 
gas in France. 


Industrial use of natural gas, 
rather than of other fuels, pre- 
sents advantages to many indus- 
tries, especially those for which 
energy cost is an important ele- 
ment in the final cost of produc- 
tion; other advantages are lower 
initial investment, cheaper main- 
tenance, cleanliness and, in 
some cases, improved quality of 
the finished product. 

French industries will use gas 
chiefly in the production of the 
following: metals, cement, build- 
ing materials. ceramics, glass, 
textiles and paper. This will 
include existing facilities and 
also plants which will be con- 
structed in the vicinity of pipe 
lines. 


The gas from Lacq will be ex- 

tensively used for domestic pur- 

s. Whenever possible, Gaz 

de France will convert the pres- 

ent equipment or will supply 

new distribution networks with 
natural gas. 


The number of homes using 
natural gas, increased from 267,- 
000 in 1956 to 280,000 in 1957. 
It now stands at about 305,000 
and will be increased to 1,100,- 
000. this year. (These figures do 
not include the Paris area). 

It is worth mentioning here 
the role played by a financing 
corporation formed to foster in- 
dustrial uses of natural gas. It 
is helping to finance two French 
aluminum companies which will 
increase French production of 
the metal by 50 per cent. 

Although the southwest will 
be the main beneficiary, natural 
gas will bring more industries 
to several regions of western 
and central France. : 

As to the Paris area, it will 
receive the surplus production, 
primarily for power plants and 
domestic consumption. This, in 
fact, will serve a dual purpose: 
to keep to the policy of decen- 
tralizing industry away from 
Paris and, through the use of 
smokeless fuel, to help keep the 
city clean.
